The German navy is made up 
of three divisions, boys, volunteers 
aud conscripts, the Jatter forming 
the largest division of any.

The men 
are not even kept afloat continual. 
ly. 
All the members of the British 
navy start when 18 years of age. 
They are under an obligation to 
serve 12 years: They havea short 
term at training services and then 
are passed on to the sea going 
fleet, aud then with occasional 
brief visita ashore, they are con- 
tinually afloat to the end of thoir 
terms. 

But that-is not all. Britain has 
three reserves: the Royal Fleet 
Resérve; 22,750 men: Royal Naval 
Reserve, 33,509. men, and Royal 
Naval Voluateer Reserve, 4,200. 

The Royal Fleet Reserve orga- 
nized in 190], is a very highly 
trained force. It is composed of 
men who leave at the expirati 
of their 12 years or purchase their 
discharge, ard it comprises today 
‘1,150 who have done not less than 
22 yeare atloat, and 15,000 who 
have served from 12 to not lves 
than five years afloat. It is by 
far a more efficient fighting force 
than the German conscript divi. 
sidn which formethe bulk of the 
German navy. 

The real strength of the British 
navy then ie 150,950.
